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Gestapo Gives Up 


On South Germany 
As Revolt Rumbles 


LONDON, April 6.—(UP)—Southern Germany is at the 
point of collapse, usually reliable Swiss reports said tonight. 
German radios announced that city transport service would 
be available only to workers starting Monday, that homes 
would be without gas and that it might prove impossible to 
meet standard food rations throughout Germany. 

Zurich informants in touch with German SS and other 
authorities said that even the Gestapo had given up hope 
of keeping southern Germany in check and had called off 
a scheduled roundup of defeatists, fearing disorders. 


Fear Secret Anti-Nazi Band 

It was feared, informants added, that a secret anti-Nazi 
organization in southern Germany existed and might re- 
volt if the arrests were attempted. 

Berlin announced restrictions of unprecedented severity 
in use of street cars and subways. 

Germans at large were warned that transport difficul- 


ties may make it impossible to fulfill ration requirements 
and that housewives must adhere strictly to regulations to 


assure fair distribution.

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Oil Pumped From Boats Is Burning

Al- 
though they are officered by 
Dutchmen, there is a small per- 
centage of Germans intermingled 
with each formation. When cap- 
tured by our troops, these Dutch 
Nazis require elaborate protection 
from the fury of their own com- 
patriots, who would gladly lynch 
them if given the opportunity. 


Most of the Dutch SS are 20 to 
24 years of age, although we have 
taken a sprinkling of youngsters 
of 16 and 17 who were taken to 
Germany four years ago and edu- 
cated in the Hitler youth move- 
ment. They returned to Holland 
and now are perfect examples of 
Nazi indoctrination. 

A typical Dutch SS, now a pris-

McNutt praised the work of the 
local management- labor commit- 
tees and credited them with the 
nation’s successful effort to meet 
every supply need of American 
troops overseas. He expressed 
complete confidence in the con- 
tinuance of adequate war produc- 
tion, adding “We are not accus- 
tomed to failing.”

Enlargement Proposed 
For Georgia Evening College 


Construction of a modern plant to house an enlarged Georgia 
Evening College has been recommended by the joint legislative com- 
mittee investigating educational, eleemosynary and penal institutions, 


In reports filed yesterday, the 
committee also recommend ex- 
pansion of Georgia Tech and the 
Georgia Training School for Girls. 
All recommended spending would 
be done in the postwar era. 

Impressed with the popularity 
of the evening school, in which 
the students pay for their educa- 
tion and the state pays practically 
nothing, the solons predicted the 
student body would increase from 
he normal 3,000 to 10,000 in the 
postwar period. At least 5,000 
veterans will want to register at 
this institution and secure the 
benefits under the GI Bill of 
Rights, the committee believed. 


BUILDING NEED URGENT 

“If the State of Georgia can 
arrange to spend $400,000 to ade- 
quately | ouse this institution, it 
will be the means of keeping in 
Georgia at least $3,000,000 a year 
under the GI Bill of Rights that 
will otherwise go to evening col- 
leges in other large cities in the 
nation,” the report said. “The 
need for this building is urgent 
and immediate.” 

The committee labeled the pres- 
ent building—the old Georgia Bap- 
tist hospital building—as a defi- 
nite fire hazard. The library al- 
ready overtaxes the building fa- 
cilities. 

The Georgia Training School for 
Girls pleased the committee, which 
was lavish in its praise of the 
work the welfare department is 
doing. The solons said the school 
more resembles a high type girls’ 
boarding school than it does a 
reformatory or place of confine- 
ment. The group praised the hon- 
or system at the school and the 
trades training program. 


$318,000 PROGRAM 

In order to expand its services, 
the girls’ school should be en- 
larged, the committee said. It 
needs laundry and _ dormitory 
equipment first. The solons rec- 
ommended a building program of 
$318,000, 

At Tech, the legislators found 
many buildings that are “‘fire- 
traps” and that should be disman- 
tled and done away with at the 
eamiest possible moment. 

“In any state building program, 
we recommend that there be in- 
cluded for Georgia Tech of first 
priority a minimum of $2,000,000 
to be used to erect an academic 
classroom building, a library and 
an administration building,” the 
committee said.

The Public To Blame for Black Markets 


For the past week, Constitution. Re- 
porter Sterling Slappey has been conduct- 
ing a thorough, community-wide survey of 
Atlanta’s widespread traffic in black mar- 
ket meat. 


His revelations, published Thursday 
and Friday, bear out a suspicion held by 
many: That much of the available meat 
supply comes from black market sources. 


That means that it is, in the first place, 
poor grade native beef, probably barred 
from legitimate channels because it is 
either diseased or of unacceptable quality. 
It means, moreaver, that it has been sur- 
reptitiously slaughtered amidst surround- 
ings which are, at best, far from sanitary. 
It means that there has been no govern- 
ment inspection or grading, that it has been 
hauled in unrefrigerated trucks, that it 
must often be kept for days before an op- 
portunity to make delivery presents itself. 


The whole operation, in short, is done 
by persons who are professional criminals 
and not experienced butchers, in places 
where filth and flies abound rather than in 
a licensed abattoir. The result is that the 
meat, even if of good quality and undis- 
eased to start with, reaches the guilty re- 
tailer in a condition which is extremely 
dangerous to the health of the ultimate 


consumer. 


But irregularities in Atlanta’s meat sit- 
uation, Slappey discovered, are not con- 
fined to mere sale of bootleg meat. 


Prevalent throughout the city are such 


malpractices as the upgrading of inferior 
meat and the overcharging, both in money 
and ration points, for that. In other words, 
grade C utility beef is being sold quite 
openly as the best grade AA. And unscru- 
pulous butchers are asking—and getting— 
extortionate prices for it. 


In addition, much meat is sold in At- 
lanta for no ration points at all, although 
if a person really needs points bad enough 
a flourishing market exists where same 
may be purchased. . 


These deplorable conditions, unfor- 
tunately, come about because the crooks 
who operate the racket are meeting with 
willing, even eager, patronage from the 
larger portion of the public at large. 


The OPA; with only a very few investi- 
gators, is helpless to make any considerable 
inroads into the nefarious traffic unless 
housewives co-operate by reporting imme- 
diately any uninspected or upgraded meat. 
Housewives must learn ceiling prices and 
coupon values and refuse to pay more. 


There will always be crooks. 


There will always be blood-sucking 
racketeers ready to take advantage of 
every opportunity to turn a dishonest 
dollar. 


The best way to safeguard your family 
is to refuse to deal with them, to report 
promptly any irregularities. 


Without patronage, black markets can- 
not continue to exist.

Eating His Way 
Around the World 


CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Mail)—I came out of 

France, Belgium, Italy and Greece with my 

clothes hanging loosely upon me. My neck was 

beginning to take on a stringy look. My waist was a secret de- 
light because my pants fitted loosely. 


But, alas and alack, all that is past. 
yore. The strings are no longer visible in my neck. 
fit snugly about the waist. 


You see, I have been in Egypt -and Turkey. 


My clothes now fit as of 
My pants 


Let me give you the menu of last night’s dinner. It was not a 
large one, as dinners go. Just a modest one. First there were 
canapes of caviar and of fish and cheese. Then there was a soup. 
Then came a fish course. I do not mean there was a small bit 
of fish. There was a large filet of fish, fried in batter and served 
with mayonnaise. It was followed by a large filet mignon, twice 
as large as we know at home and twice as thick. With it were 
served four vegetables. There came next pilaff. That is a plate 
of rice which has been cooked with chicken stock. It is the na- 
tional dish. Sweets followed, a dozen choices of sweet cakes, cus- 
tards, and so on. Then came the Turkish coffee, served in every 
Arabic land. 


M : Now, you bring a person who likes to eat from 
Feast in Cairo lands where he has had powdered eggs, canned 
and dehydrated vegetables, and not too many of these, and turn 
him loose in Egypt and Turkey, and he is sunk. 

There were many who wished to entertain our ASNE com- 
mittee. They have done so often and well. I recall one luncheon, 
by the esteemed editor of a Cairo newspaper, which caused me to 
take out a pencil and make some notes. It was buffet style and 
there were only these meats—turkey, duck, lamb, mutton, beef, 
kid, three sausages, and one or or two other meat dishes I could 
not identify. There were three baked fish, shrimps fried and in 
mayonnaise, shrimps in rice and shrimps in a pie. Then there 
were the national dishes of Syria, Saudi Arabia, Egypt, and so on. 
There was the Syrian “kubaba.” Meat and wheat are pounded to- 
gether and then rolled flat and baked. It is excellent. There was 
the Turkish and Egyptian ‘“‘kbab”—lamb, heart, kidney, liver cut 
into succulent pieces and stuck through with a skewer and roasted 
before charcoal. There were three great dishes of “lomas,” which 
are grape leaves rolled about rice and meat. There were breasts 
of pigeons in jelly. 


There were other dishes I could not identify. I went over to 
a window and wept because Jack Tarver and Josh Skinner, those 
mighty trenchermen of The Constitution, whose appearances at 
Vick’s and other eating places makes the owners tremble and grow 
pale, could not be there with me. 

There followed the choice of six desserts and then fruit and 
coffee. I went away from there quietly. I think someone led me. 


One day one of our committee was ill of a sinus infection in 

a hospital and a second was ill of a cold. I had to carry the burden, 

This was the day of the heaviest schedule. I will relate it honestly, 
telling the whole truth and only that, so help me. 

The dinner at noon was tremendous, the piece 


Chocolate Cake de resistance being a roast turkey with chest- 
nuts and truffles. The chestnuts were as large as English walnuts. 


It was over at 3 o’clock. At 5 o’clock the Egyptian editors and 
reporters had a tea. You should have seen that table. They can 
do things here with chocolate I never thought could be done. 
There were three great chocolate cakes made with large flakes of 
chocolate. The flakes were as large as sheets of typewriter paper. 
There were smaller cakes, cookies, biscuits, and so on. There were 
candies and special chocolate drops of cake and candy. There were 
sandwiches of meat and cheese. The table groaned. It is not con- 
sidered good form to accept an invitation and not partake. Waiters 
passed constantly. When one refused, one’s neighbor said, “You 
must try just a little of this. It is one of our national favorites.” 
At 6:30 o’clock Prince Peter of Greece and his wife had asked us 
to come by and tell them what we had seen in Greece. They knew 
we had been to tea, so all they had’was a small table on which 
were platters of fried shrimp, sandwiches, cakes and tea. We left 
there at 8 o’clock. At 9 o’clock the editors were having a dinner. 
It was magnificent. That was quite a day. The next day I awoke 
after dreaming that the King’s camel corps had been walking up 
and down across my stomach all night. I approached. the day with 
trembling. Fortunately it included only two dinners and no tea. 


Last Sunday night I was asked out by an Egyptian family. I 
accepted, urging my host to have just a simple Sunday night sup- 
per. He said he would. In fact, when I arrived his wife, who 
spoke only Arabic and French, apologized through her son, who 
speaks English, for having so simple a meal. It was simply past 
belief. The baked fish must have been four feet long. The baked 
lamb was great. So was the mutton, the turkey, the dolmas, the 
kubaba, and so on. The Chinese minister was there and he and 
I found ourselves talking in a corner. 

“When you get to China,” he said, “there will not be much to 
eat, but ask my friend Mr. Ma, who will meet you, to have pre- 
pared for you—” I took out my notebook and he wrote it down. 

I wonder how the borsch and the stroginoff are in Russia?

Veterans Hospitals 
Centers of Emotions 


Conditions inside our veterans’ hospitals has 
been a leading topic of conversation in our 
set for some days. I believe it all started with an 


article in a popular monthly magazine which could only be de- 


scribed correctly by that old adjective ‘‘muckracking.” Since then 
there have been published statements, letters, etc., on both pro and 
con sides of the discussion. And I’ve noticed that the ones prone 
to view said hospital conditions with alarm are, in most cases, 
those who, by some personality quirk, are apt to view with alarm 
on most any subject. 

Now I want to make it clear that I have never seen the inside 
of a veterans’ hospital. Not even Number 48, out Peachtree road. 
I’ve passed that institution many times and, from the outside, it 
looks like a mighty pleasant place. Of course, outside looks mean 
nothing. 

However, I have had a number of very good friends who have, 
from time to time, been patients at 48 and at other government 
hospitals for veterans of our wars. And I’ve yet to hear a serious 
complaint from any one of these. 

Il am thinking, particularly, of one good friend, now gone through 
that narrow door into another plane of existence through which 
we must all, eventually, pass, who carried throughout his life 
physical reminder of his youthful experiences during the Spanish- 
American war. He was, at intervals, a patient at 48. He went 
there, regularly, for treatments during some periods when he was 
not an in-patient. He was an observant, as well as a good man, 
and I know he always spoke the truth as he saw it. 

And he always told me he received better treatment and had 
greater faith in the doctors and surgeons in the government hos- 
pitals than in any other. 


: : In reading or hearing criticism of hospitals 
Time of Emotion or of doctors of any type it must always 
be remembered that much of said criticism comes from people who 
were, emotionally, in no condition to make intelligent appraisal 
of the time when their criticism began. 

Many times, when a beloved one passes, some member of his 
family distraught by sorrow, will say things that have no basis 
beyond the imagination of the sorrower. How many times have 
you heard people say, “If only the doctor had done so-and-so—” 
Or, “If Doctor Blank had not given him such-and-such treatment—” 
With the unjustified inference that the doctor erred and so was 
responsible for unnecessary death. 

Doctors know these things are said, but they know, too, they 
are the words of people temporarily irresponsible because of sor: 
row. And all any doctor can do is to use his best judgment, founded 
on his training and experience. 

Then, too, a hospital is, for most patients, a place of much 
loneliness. It is, inevitably, a place of idleness where the patient 
has nothing to do but wait for nature, aided by the treatment given, 
to aid or cure the trouble. 

Even well people, placed where they have little to do save sit 
and think, are apt to be fussy and critical and sorry for themselves. 
It is but natural that some patients, even though hospitalized 
under the best possible conditions, even though receiving treatment 
and service of the finest, should overstress the little, unimportant 
incidents about which they can make complaint and forget the 
far more important kindnesses accorded them. 


I do not doubt there have been some individual 
some Faults instances at veterans’ hospitals when complaint 
was justified. This is inevitable in any human activity. Doctors, 
nurses, administrative personnel are but human and if a given 
hospital is staffed with the finest of these groups, nevertheless 
because of the very fallibility of human nature, there will be 
occasional errors or mistakes. 

But I very much doubt whether the entire picture of conditions 
inside our veterans’ hospitals warrant the attacks which have 
recently been made upon them. 

I am inclined to believe the hospital staffs, of all types, are 
doing the best they can. And, to quote that old epitaph, “angels 
could do no more.”
